O ne afternoon In the old G arden 
heard him say, In no spirit of 
com plaint or w ith no desire to t a t ­ 
tle, w ha t he figured the Jersey C ity 
aren a cost him. H e w as Just talking 
a* he did w hen the mood hit him. 
H e didn’t know exactly how m uch 
he had left w hen all the b ills w ere 
paid. The b ills kept coming in. 
B u t he did know and he did say 
tha t it cost him tw ice as m uch to 
b uild the arena as the 
contractor* 
charged and tha t it cost 
him 
as 
m uch to keep it up w hen it w as 
b uilt. If you get the point. 
Liked to Look at Arena 
“W hy don’t you te a r 
down 
the 
thing, if you’re still b eing ’tak en ’ 
for it?” he w as asked.

v agan t scale. W hen he w as in the 
old G arden he liv ed in a com fort­ 
ab le hu t not elab orate apartm en t on 
M adison av enue and It w as only 
w hen the tim e cam e tha t he thought 
he w as estab lished for it tha t he 
b egan to put on an y style. 
Lost Money On Market 
H e lost m ore m oney 
than 
he 
m ade in playing the m ark et and, in 
spells, he played on 
a large scale. 
H e liked to pick out som ething dead 
and see it come to life. T he hoys 
around the G arden said he w as a 
sucker for inv entors. H e would go 
in on anything. And it got so that 
anyone who had long ha ir and a 
package under his arm and looked 
like a n u t would b e ru n aw ay from 
the b uilding b efore he 
got w ithin 
sight of the b oss. T he la st Inv entor 
who got to him w as a fellow 
who 
had a trick shoe shining m achine 
and Tex said it w as going to m ake 
them a m illion apiece. 
H e would alw ays stak e a fellow 
who needed it to a good sized roll 
and he would alw ays find a job for 
a deserv ing person around the old 
Garden. He took the w hole 
b unch 
w ith him to the new G arden and 
the directors had to hire an a ssist­ 
an t m anager and hav e them clean­ 
ed out w hen T ex w as out of town. 
H e wouldn’t fire them . And he hired 
a lot of them b ack w hen he 
came 
b ack to town. 
H e is supposed to hav e told an old 
friend in H ouston du rin g the D em ­ 
ocratic conv ention tha t he had two 
million dollars and tha t a m illion of 
it w as in cash—“so I kin lay my 
hands on it anytipne I need it.”
